colored, slashed George D pnn, w hite, 
w ith a knife so th at 47 stitches were 
required to close the w ound. 
D unn 
is dy ing and S tew art is in jnil. 
There was m uch excitem ent during 
the day , hut all is q uiet tonight, a n i 
no furth e r trouble is believed im m i­ 
nent. 
Considerable ill feeling has existed 
betw een [ the 
blacks anil w hite for 
some tim e and there have been fre ­ 
quent street 
fights. 
When 
George 
D unn entered a restaurant th is m orn­ 
ing, he found all the chairs occupied. 
G oing over to G rant S tew art,'colored, 
D unn ordered 
him to givo up his 
seat, say ing : “ T his is no colored res 
taurant. ” 
Both m en w ere enjoined 
by the proprietor, b nt th e’q uarrel was 
renew ed on th e street. 
S tew art drew 
a knife and commenced slashing D unn 
on the body . 
The race trouble started four weeks 
ago w hen a w hite m an is alleged to 
have m ade an insulting rem ark to a 
colored w om an on the street. 
S treet 
fights betw een the w hites and blacks 
have occurred since.” 
Mr. D unn was a brother of W ill 
Dunn, the plasterer, form erly of this 
citv. and has m any other relatives 
still living here.

As a result of the experience of the 
last few m onths w hen fire alarm s have 
been rung in and tiie person sending 
the alarm has im m ediately run for 
the fire, the advantage of having the 
person rin g in g 'in the alarm stay at 
the box un til the fire dei>artment a r ­ 
rives has been m ade m ore evident. 
The m atter was brought to the a t ­ 
tention of M ay or C ow ing by a repre­ 
sentative of th is paper and he s a id: 
“ T hat is [indeed a goodfand tim ely 
suggestion, and I w ish y on w ould say 
for me th a t hereafter, I desire and 
kindly [ask th a t 
parties turning in 
alarm s rem ain a t the box until the fire 
departm ent arrives. 
Of course if a 
m an’s house is ou fire, he w ill n a tur­ 
ally feel like running hack to the scene 
of the conflagration, hut let him sta ­ 
tion some one , a t the box ; it pay s in 
the long run. ” 
As a rule an alarm is rung in aud 
the person ring ing the alarm rushes to 
the tin» 
If he instead w ould stay at 
the box and w ait for tiie firemen, iie 
w ould no doubt he able to give them 
exact inform ation as to the location 
and nature of the fire, and thereby 
enable the departm ent to connect fire 
plug and locate the w agons to the best 
advantage w ithout s e n din g a m inuie’s 
tim e to look around. 
The officials of, the fire departm ent 
agree th a t it w ould be to the best in ­ 
terests of the com m unity if 
there 
should be a general 
understanding 
th a t tiie person[ringing.in a fire alarm 
w ill alw ay s w ait un til the fire depa rt­ 
m ent responds to the call. 
H aving no inform ation, but tiie box 
num ber, they w ill necessarily have to 
conie to the box and unless the fire is 
an extrem ely large one when^discover- 
ed they w ill be greatly assisted by th is 
m ethod of procedure.

session. 
Althou gh the views express­ 
ed were not by any means harmoniou s 
at all times, some of the m em bers say 
the discu ssion showred an evident dis­ 
position to reach common grou nd u pon 
which u nited appeal can be made to 
congress for the legislation desired. 
Su bstantial progress was made in 
the work of the committee, and when 
adjou rnm ent was taken most of the 
principles which are to govern the 
plans to be su bmitted by the bankers 
had been determined on. 
The discu ssion developed a senti­ 
ment in favor of a cu rrency to be is 
su ed on the general credit of a bank 
desiring to emit emergency cu rrency 
du ring periods of financial stress, as 
is done in the case of variou s Eu ro­ 
pean cou ntries. 
The alternative of 
this proposition—that of segregating 
the assets of the bank as a special 
secu rity for these issu es— was voted 
down 
The tax on these general credit 
issu es, it is proposed, shall form a 
gu arantee fu nd to be placed in the 
treasu ry and to be u sed to meet the 
liabilities of any bank which fails. 
The qu estion of what tax to place on 
the general credit issu es was referred 
to a su b-committee.
